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administering to said patient a therapeutically effective amount of a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising a polypeptide having an amino acid sequence as shown in SEQ ID NO: 1 .

103. The method of claim 102, wherein said myeloid progenitor cell is a CD34 + 
cell. \
